No answer to question 1. 

For question 2, RF chokes were specially wound to present a high impedance 
from low to hi radio freqs without being self resonant within the range. 
The old 3 pie 2.5 mH RF chokes were commonly used as plate chokes for 
Capacitive coupling between a tube plate and its output tuned circuit. 
Question 3. The precision wire wound resistors were used in de circuits 
commonly. In another life, long ago, I worked for Fluke. The precision 


resistors were a key element in their test equipment of the day.

The voltage drop across an LED is affected by the color! Seems odd, but 
true. 

The best way to see is to take a 9v battery and some resistors in series 
with your LED. Try it at different currents through the LED and measure the 
voltage drop across the LED. 

Try a 1K resistor to start with. You can figure the current by measuring 
the voltage drop across the resistor. You should see something around 7.5 
to 8.5 volts with a 9v battery. This represents about 8 ma through the 
resistor and LED. 

Then try a few other resistors, a bit larger and smaller to see how current 
level affects the voltage across the LED. It isn't as constant as a Zener 
diode.

Absolutely correct !! DO NOT memorize by sight. Morse code is not a visual 
communication method - it's completely auditory. It has nothing to do with 
eye sight at all. Memorizing visual images of dots and dashes will 
seriously slow down your progress because you will do TWO translations in 
your head when you start listening, instead of one. For example when you 
hear "di dah", your mind will first tell you thats "a dot and a dash", it 
will search your memory for the table you memorized visually, find the “dot 
dash" combination and then conclude that is the letter "A". While all that 
is going on in your head, 2 more characters have just been sent and you've 
missed them because your mind was busy translating. When you learn by 
sound, you'll hear "di dah" and the letter "A" will appear in your mind. 
The ARRL code tapes from the 80's - I think it was "Tune in the World..." - 
used the auditory method. You would hear the "di dah" sound and the 
announcer on the tape would immediately say "A". 


> 

>Like I said at the beginning, my path is different to yours, but this is 
>what I would do if I could start all over again. At present I know that 
>I have some bad habits I need to remove, some I would not have if I had 
>not memorized the code by sight. 

> 


I'll second this too. Before I got my license 16 years ago, I had just 
finished memorizing the code by sight when I discovered the ARRL tapes. It 


took quite a while for the double translation thing (from visual 


memorization) to go away - probably a year or more.

The first step up was one dit 
and four dahs etc and then at the top you start down the other way with a Dah 
for each step until you get to 5 Dahs for the Zero. 

The neat part when in an FCC exam was that they counted for two characters’ 
The trick was to realize that there were 5 characters right away.

The Boy Scout story reminds me of my own Scouting experience with the Code. 


I had learned the code by ear. But code can also be sent visually by 
flashlight or flag (one side is dot other dash). Even though I knew the code 
by ear, I could not translate the visual without sounding it out in my head. 
Very distracting and confusing. I knew the code better than anybody but I 
could not "translate" fast enough to copy it visually. 


Lesson: learn it the way you use it and will be tested -- by ear. Further, 
stop listening to random sets of letters as soon a you can identify the 
letters. Your test will be in QSO format. Get used to copying words. 


As for the test -- it is not hard if you break it down to its component 
pieces: 


5 wpm for 5 minutes is only 25 words. There are 10 questions on those 25 
words and you need to answer 7. That means you only need to get enough copy 
(maybe half the letters) to correctly guess the 7 answers to less than half 
of what is sent to you. Do the math: .5 x.7 x.5 = you can pass the test 
copying 17.5% or less. I believe most fail because of lack of confidence not 
proficiency. 


Why do I say that? You know the format is a QSO and not engineering text -- 
like "real" Hams had to copy ;-) So expect what is coming and be ready for 
it. 2 callsigns repeated, an RST, a QTH, name, Wx and maybe equipment. 


Pay attention to the callsigns -- no shortcuts there except they are repeated 
so if you miss a character you have another chance. The rest of the QSO is 
where it gets really easy. The RST is always 5x9 so you only need copy one 


number. The town and state are spelled out so you can guess what they are 
without copying every letter (where is B-st-n, Mas--?) American names aren't 
hard to guess based on a few letters (who is B--1?) you can bet it isn't 
Zdenekskivoyitch. Weather words are easy to guess (a "w" at the end tells 
you "snow") and the few equipment manufacturers have very different names -- 
if you get a "Y" you can bet it is Yaesu. This is an example of an answer 
made based on copying 1 letter in 5 (20%). 


There are plenty of code practice programs, available free on the Internet, 
that will send you test-like QSOs. Try them to build up your proficiency and 
confidence. 


The good news is, once you learn the code and start using it, your speed will 
increase rapidly. You'll plateau at times but it won't take long before 
you'll be cooking away at 15-20 wom. The other good news is you will never 
forget. I was QRT for 30 years and the code came back without effort.

The method outlined is what happens as you are learning and working up to 
5WPM. If 

you keep up the practice and start copying ‘on the air' you'll soon achieve 
5WPM solid. 


Best way to pass is to take this time to learn the code. If you're 
musically inclined 

you might find it as easy as spouse, Linda, who learned 13wpm in 2 hours. 
I've 

a tin ear and it took me about 20 hours for 5WPM solid copy. This after 
reaching the 

20% stage. Isn't it worth the extra 10 or 20 hours to ace the test??? 
You'll feel really 

good about it. After passing the test, use the code. With a solid 5wpm pass 
on the 

test, you'll be comfortable talking to folks and your speed from there will 
really build. 


Once you've become comfortable with CW, you'll find it your favorite mode. 


I'm not saying this because I'm a CW fanatic. It's just that without 
incentive licensing 

there is no motivation for going beyond this 20% of 5WPM copy and you'll 
miss out

One thing I would add to your advice on how to pass the code test. 
Don't try to read the plain text as you are copying. If you do you will 
probably miss the next few characters. Just try to copy the letters, 
reading the message as it's sent will distract you. When I took the code 
test the questions were in the order they appeared in the message. What 
this means is that if you know the qnswer to question 5 and question 7, look 
between where 5 and 7 appear in the text for the answer to 6. Also, if you 
don't know the answer, guess. You know that a blank is not the right 
answer. And if you don't make the first try, take it again. They have 
three different code tests so maybe a different test would work better. 
Being what was known as a "ditty bop" (Morse Systems Specialist) in the Aix 
Force I've taken tons of code tests, both in school and for promotions, and 
they expected alot better than 70% correct! It's not as hard as you might 
think. Once you get it you'll wonder why you thought it so hard. Good luck 
to all of you learning code, hang in there, it's worth the effort.

He started the trend in the late 
1970s of compromising standards by polling examinees leaving FCC exam 
sessions for the questions and answers in the exam just given. Back 
then, exams were given only by the FCC and exam banks weren't public, so 
Dick Bash published his motley collection of re-constituted exam 
materials, often with incorrect answers shown (he wasn't technically 
inclined, you understand, and had to go with the answers that the pollee 
thought were correct). With exams administered by the FCC, no published 
exam banks, and Morse requirements for ALL licenses 5 wpm or above, it's 
unbelievable that there were ANY hams who could pass the test back then, 
huh? Things are so much better now! 


The "write-down-dots-and-dashes-method" does not signify any sort of 
Morse proficiency. VEs who accept that sub-standard should be 
a"BASH"ed, as should the examinee himself.

I enthusiastically second this recommendation. The MFJ-418 is THE most 
useful and enjoyable Morse practice device I've ever encountered in 33 
years of hamming. Well worth the $70 to $80 price new. 


It has been very hard for decades to get practice at higher code speeds 
by listening to the radio. I used the merchant marine MF and HF CW 
bands 25 years ago when preparing for my Extra and my commercial 
radiotelegraph exams, but even then most traffic was only around 25 to 
35 wpm. Now all that's gone and only the ham bands provide Morse 
practice on the radio. 


With the MFJ-418, I can listen and practice anywhere, anytime, at speeds 
well beyond my current target. I especially enjoy the random code group 
feature while typing the copy on a word processor program. I figure if 
one can copy XX wpm random characters, XX wpm plain language is child's 
play. It's so much better than a computer and so much more versatile 
than what one can find on the ham bands for practice. I also carry mine 
almost everywhere. 


The ONLY area lacking is the ability to compare one's copy with what was 


sent, except for the last couple of lines which are displayed on the

My little niece, who is in the forth grade, likes to play around with my 
imabic keyer and wants to hear her name in morse. On a recent vistit to my 
shack, I let her hear the sound of "CQ" and explained to her the way hams 
use it and let her send it on the keyer. Just a few nights ago, on her next 
visit, she sat down at the keyer and with no prompting from me, sent a 
perfect "CQ", then looked up at me and smiled as if to say, "Didn't think I 
would remember it, did you?". 


There is a free, easy, good way to learn morse with the help of your 
computer called "Morsecat" . . . http://www.morsecat.de/ . . . download it 
and run it using the Farnsworth method that sends fast letters, no matter 
the overall speed you chose. As a bonus you get to see a house cat sending 
the code on a manual key . .. . . something you don't see everyday. It has 
a function that blinks a large letter on the screen as you choose and hear 
the letter, which I think makes CW much easier to learn. Choose the letter, 
hear it, see it, and write it down. . . .A few weeks of this practice and 
you will breeze through the 5 WPM code exam.

I agree with you that learning to copy the code and not dots and dashes 
is the way to go. When I was in the AF our code tests were 100 5 letter or 
5 number groups and we could miss no more than 5 characters total. That's a 

% error rate or 99% copy, maximum. We were expected to copy 100% as the AF 
thought is might be "important". I understand the code tests are going 
change soon. They're going to have "fill in the blanks" instead of multiple 
choice tests, so if you have no idea what the answer is you're gonna be 
outta luck. I also understand that at one time you had to send as well as 
copy the code to pass. That would cut down on the number of people passing 
the code test IMHO. I'm not sure which way would be preferable. I am sure 
that we would get a major argument started if we went there though. As far 
as extending the learning process on the air, isn't that part of Amateur 
Radio?

There are a LOT of lurkers here, no-code techs, and even people with 
NO HAM license at all, that are interested in QRP from a 'technical' 
standpoint or have aspirations in the back of their mind to get that 
code one day.

I took my MFJ-259B and looked into the antenna jack on my 2N2/40. (Yes, I 
was careful not to key the transmitter. ) 


I got R = 7 and X = 50 and SWR about a zillion to 1. Is this significant? 
Is reading the SWR looking in a worthwhile troubleshooting and alignment 
technique? Before building the transmitter section, I used this method to 
tweak the three trimmers in the input networks to get a low SWR, and that 

worked well. But of course with the transmitter added, I'm now looking 
through the harmonic filter and I have the final transistors in parallel. 
Makes things a lot more complex. 


For a comparison, I looked into the FT-1000 and saw that the SWR was pretty 
low--less than 1.5 to 1. (BTW, the rig must be ON and turned to the band 
being checked.) 


Getting back to the 2N2/40--mine's modified somewhat. I'm using three 
2N2219A's in the final. And to get more power, I redesigned the output 
filter to transform 50 ohms to about 13 or so ... I guess it worked because 
I'm getting about 4 watts out. 


But on further research, it looks like the preferred method of getting 5 
watts out of a 12 volt rig is to use a 50 ohm in and out filter and use one 
of those bifilar 4:1 transformers between the final and the filter, to give 
a 12.5 ohm load to the final. Would that be a better approach? 


K8IQY's statement that he figured in the output capacitance of the 2N2222's 
in the first stage of his output filter bothers me. I don't even know the 
C of the transistors I used. But with a 4:1 transformer ahead of the 
filter ... I guess that would transform the reactance up by 4 and therefore 
the C down by 4. Maybe? 


And the transformer itself? With low leakage inductance in this type of 
transformer, it shouldn't add anything, right?

Subject: How to pass the Code test (really) 


The Boy Scout story reminds me of my own Scouting experience with the Code. 


I had learned the code by ear. But code can also be sent visually by 
flashlight or flag (one side is dot other dash). Even though I knew the 
code 

by ear, I could not translate the visual without sounding it out in my head. 
Very distracting and confusing. I knew the code better than anybody but I 
could not "translate" fast enough to copy it visually. 


Lesson: learn it the way you use it and will be tested -- by ear. Further, 
stop listening to random sets of letters as soon a you can identify the 
letters. Your test will be in QSO format. Get used to copying words. 


As for the test -- it is not hard if you break it down to its component 
pieces: 


5 wpm for 5 minutes is only 25 words. There are 10 questions on those 25 
words and you need to answer 7. That means you only need to get enough copy 
(maybe half the letters) to correctly guess the 7 answers to less than half 
of what is sent to you. Do the math: .5 x.7 x.5 = you can pass the test 
copying 17.5% or less. I believe most fail because of lack of confidence 
not 

proficiency. 


Why do I say that? You know the format is a QSO and not engineering text -- 
like "real" Hams had to copy ;-) So expect what is coming and be ready for 
it. 2 callsigns repeated, an RST, a QTH, name, Wx and maybe equipment. 


Pay attention to the callsigns -- no shortcuts there except they are 
repeated 

so if you miss a character you have another chance. The rest of the QSO is 
where it gets really easy. The RST is always 5x9 so you only need copy one 
number. The town and state are spelled out so you can guess what they are 
without copying every letter (where is B-st-n, Mas--?) American names 
aren't 

hard to guess based on a few letters (who is B--1?) you can bet it isn't 
Zdenekskivoyitch. Weather words are easy to guess (a "w" at the end tells 
you "snow") and the few equipment manufacturers have very different names -- 
if you get a "Y" you can bet it is Yaesu. This is an example of an answer 
made based on copying 1 letter in 5 (20%). 


There are plenty of code practice programs, available free on the Internet, 
that will send you test-like QSOs. Try them to build up your proficiency 


and 
confidence. 


The good news is, once you learn the code and start using it, your speed 
will 

increase rapidly. You'll plateau at times but it won't take long before 
you'll be cooking away at 15-20 wom. The other good news is you will never 
forget. I was QRT for 30 years and the code came back without effort.

House Concurrent Resolution 23 (H.C.R. 23) was submitted Thursday, 
February 8, 2001 by Representatives Ron Paul (Texas), Virgil Goode 
(Virginia), Walter Jones (North Carolina), Roscoe Bartlett (Maryland), 
and John Duncan (Tennessee). H.C.R. 23 expresses "the sense of 
Congress that President George W. Bush should declare to all nations 
that the United States does not intend to assent to or ratify the 
International Criminal Court Treaty...and the signature of former 
President Clinton to that treaty should not be construed otherwise."
